Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: the rejections of record were discussed and proposed amendments 
to overcome the prior art rejections were dicussed. Applicant argued the merits of Peck and Kasting. Applicant argued 
that Pecl^ing and Kasting respectively dp not teach using more than 5% and simultaneously decreasing the poiyhydric 
alcohol to less than 10%. Applicant argued the merits of WO 97/12602. Applicant directed the examiner's attention to 
Table 1 of example 3 which purportedly demonstrates that minoxidil is more effective than the salt fomn. Thus, 
applicant argued that there is no motivation to use the salt form. Further, applicant argued that the instant claim 
language excludes the encapsulated minoxidil salt form taught by WO '602. The Declarations filed over Kasting and Di 
Schiena were also discussed. Terminal Disclaimers have been filed to overcome the double patenting rejections. 
Applicant's arguments will be considered.
